JEFFERSON CITY, MO., 
Senate has spent the morning in 
discussing the various revising bills. 
The Governor’s signature to the revised laws 
relating to husband and wife, ete., and di- 
viding the State into judicial circuits, ete., 
also the coneurrent resolution asking Con- 
gress to submit an amendment to the Consti- 
tution preventing the Federal Courts 
from exercising or assuming jurisdiction ina 
cases Wherein anv county or other subdivis-

In the House the bill defining the duties of 
sheriffs and constables passed; also, bill pro- 
viding forthe taxing of merchants and man- 
ufacturers in cities of over two hundred 
thousand inhabitants. The bill provid- 
ing that sales of real estate, unless the consent 
of the grantor is first had, shall be 
appraised by three disinterested householders, 
and unless said property brings at least two- 
thirds of the appraised value, shall not be 
sold, passed.

The spectators are pouring in by thousands and 
all the railroads are running 
special trains from points forty or 
fifty miles distant. The murders for whicn 
he hangs will long be remembered. Knox 
Martin slept soundly last night, only awaking 
twice. He made aconfession to a reporter 
this morning,

for which Martin suffered the extreme penalty 
of the law, at the time created intense excite- 
ment inthis section. Under the name of the 
Bell’s Bend murder, it became known as one 
of the bloodiest deeds that could be conceived. 
John Whittemmier,an humble German, highly 
respected in the community, lived in the 
Twenty-fifth District of this county, near the 
river, and about twelve miles from Nashville. 
He had a wife and three small children. Their 
home was an old-fashioned log cabia, with 
only one room. On Tuesday night, January 
14, the house was entered, and Whittemmier 
and his wife murdered in a most brutal man- 
ner. The next morning a brother of Mrs. 
Whittemmier and a friend went tothe house, 
and, upon opening the door, saw a terrible 
sight. On the bed lay the German and his 
wife. Ona chair near by lay three Jarge rocks 
and an iron wedge, clotted with blood. The 
bed clothes were covered with blood, and an 
infant child lay upon its 
DEAD MOTHER’S BREAST. 

Whittemmier’s face was all mashed in onthe 
right side, while the wounds of his wife 
were described as one on the right side of the 
face, one on the head and a broken neck. She 
was lving on her back, one leg uncovered and 
hanging offthe bed. She was in her night 
clothes. Her breasts were exposed, anda 
shawl had been. placed over her face. Between 
her feet were spots of mud, and on her under- 
clothes blood was found. ‘These facts led to 


a very strong suspicion that she had been 
RAVISHED AFTER DEATH, 
but on the trial no direct proof to this effect 
was brought out. though the connse! for the 
prosecution openly charged it on the prisoner. 
‘Lhe woman’s arms were badly bruised, show- 
ing there had been a struggle. Knox Martin 
had formeriy worked for Whittemmier, but 
was discharged about Christmas time, and 
some misunderstanding about money existed 
between the two. While in town a few days 
before the murder, Whittemmier, meeting 
Martin, showed him about $100 he had 
collected. The day before the murder, 
Martin was seen in the neighborhood, 
and on the morning after he crossed the ferry 
wearing an overcoat and new pants, identilied 
as Whittemmier’s. Suspicion pointed to Mar- 
tin and to a negro, George Berry, who had 
worked for Whittemmier, and who had also 
had a misunderstanding with him. To clear 
himself Berry at once commenced to hunt up 
Martin, who had disappeared. Berry found 
him in the city, and after much persuasion 
Martin confessed all. Leaving him at the res- 
idence ef his uncie, Berry went and informed 
the police. The house was surrounded, when 
Martin dashed out, but was brought to a 
halt by . 
A PISTOL SHOT. 

A large and constantiy increasing crowd fol- 
lowed the prisoner to the Work-house, and 
from there tothe Jail. Threats of lynching 
were freely made, but before there was any 
organization in the crowd, Martin was safely 
housed. Next day he was secretly removed 
to the jail at Gallatin. A true bill was 
immediately fonnd by the grand jury. ‘The 
triul came off onthe 18th of February, and 
Martin was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to be hanged March 28. 
An effort was made to get his consent to ap- 
peal the case, but to all entreaties he replied 
that be wanted no postponement; that he had 
rather be hanged decently by a Sheriff than 
lynched by amob. TenneSsee, he said, would 
be a mighty poor State if it did not hang him.

THE FOLLOWING CONFESSION: 

‘*‘T came here from Alabama. I have been 
here only a few months. I went to work for 
Mr. Whittemmier on the 5th of November and 
left him Christmas week. I went to the house 
for the purpose of killing Whittemmier, but 
did not intend to hurt his wife. Aunt Mary 
(a negro *‘witch’’ living in the neighborhood) 
told me he intended to mob me the first time 
I put my foot on bis ground, and my fear that 
re would kill me is the reason I wanted to kill 
him. I had nothing against the woman, and 
hit her by accident. The weapon I used was a 
wagon spoke. I killed them about 8 o’clock 
Tuesday night. When IL went ints 
the house Whittemmier raised u in 
bed and I went toward him and hit 
him orly one hek, killing him. The spoke’ 
was so long that the end of it hit Mrs. Whit- 
temmier in the face, and,*fearing she would 
tell, I killed her. I putthe spoke in the fire 
and burned tH up. The children did not wake 
up. The little one was sleeping by the side 
of its mother and the big one at the foot of the 
bed. I then pulleda quilt over them and 
covered them up. I looked in the drawer and 
took fifty cents outof the pocket-book. I 
went out in the yard to a pile of hay, lay down 
on it and 

* SLEPT TILL DAYLIGHT, 
when I came to town. I took] from the house 
Whittemmier’s old hat, overcoat and black 
ants.

Had not the law been so 
speedy, it is pretty certain Judge Lynch would 
have meted out punishment to Martin. 

A few days ago Martin’s brother, Peter, 
called upon him at the -jail and the question 
was asked Knox what the law would do with 
him. Knox replied, ‘*‘Hang me, I reckon.’’ 
Another question as to the justice of 
the law was put tohim, and he remarked: 
**Tt would be unjust if it did not hang me.’’ 

Martin has a forbidding expression of 
countenance. Hestands 6 feet two inches 
in his socks, weighs probably 175 
pounds, and is a man of great 
physical strength. He gives his 
age as twenty-one years, has a dark brown 
complexion, short, curly hair, dark eyes, with 
a faint excuse for a moustache. His most 
noticeable features are his large, broad, thick 
lips and flat nose. During the entire progress 
of his trial, he sat —— as calm and un- 
concerned as though it was an every-day oc- 
currenee. When anything funny was said by 
the attorneys, he smiled, and seemed to enjoy 
it as much as any of the witnesses. His coun- 
sel asked him no questions during the progress 
of the case, as he had left everything to their 
discretion. 

OTHER HANGINGS. 

The hanging of this murderer was the first 
execution in Davidson since that of Bill Kelly, 
colored, in April, 1874, for rape, anf the sec- 
ond since the close of the late war,. in 18tj—a 
period of fourteen years. The Davidson 
county jail has, nearly the whole of that time, 
had some person under sentence of death 
within its wall—either for safe keeping or 
awaiting hearing before the Supreme Court— 
from other Middle Tennessee counties. J. W. 
Reddick, of Giles, under sen- 
tence of. death for the murder 
of his wife, is now confined here. Last 
spring three prisoners, afterwards hanged, 
spent several months in the jail, viz.: Brown 
Coble, colored, executed at Winchester on the 
14th of March last, and Joe and George Bras- 
sel], hanged at Cookeville on the 27th of the 
same month, forthe murder of Russell Alli- 
son. The Brassells spent two years in the 
Nashville jail. W. B. alias Dol Bates, accused 
of complicity in the same murder, now lingers 
here awaiting trial. He has once beea found 
guilty, but was granted a new trial. 


WAKEFIELD’S WHEREABOUTS

It is Reported That He was Seen in Town

The territory south of the Pacific Railroad 
line is entitled to fourteen members, having 
as many districts as all the territory north 
of that line, though the registered vote of 
the fourteen wards south of the line is only 
17,206, while the other fourteen wards have 
twice as much—33,839.

the extracts and essences and bouquets are 
aptto do. We do not mean, of course, 


druggists, Which is usually very much worse 
than none at all, and wont to leave, after dry- 
ing, the smell of burned. sugar where it has 
been used often, as it is made of the poorest 
spirit, and necessarily without subsequent 
distillation, without regard to the fact that it 
requires tke strongest proof or rectified spirit 
to dissolve the combined oils properly where 
the process of distillation is not used. Indeed, 
with notrouble at all, any one ean make in 
her own store-room a better article of cologne 
than that which is usually bought, 
by thoroughly dissolving a fluid 
dram of the oil of bergamot, orange 
and rosemary each with half a dram of nereli, 
and a pint of rectified spirit. As good as can 
be made out of cologne Itself, however, is al- 
so quite as comfortably prepared at home as at 
the chemist’s—at so much less than the chem- 
ist’s prices that one feels warranted in using 
it freely, simply by mixing with one pint of 
rectified spirit two fluid drams each of the oils 
of bergamot and lemon, one of the oil of or- 
ange, and half as much of that of rosemary, 
together with three-quarters of a-dram of 
nereli and four drops each of the essences of 
ambergris and musk. If this is subsequently 
distilled it makes what may be cailed a perfect 
cologne, but it- becomes exceedingly tine by 
being kept tightly stoppered for two or three 
months, to ripen and mellow before use.

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The ‘*Cattle Drive’’ for 1879. 

{From the San Antonio (Tex. ) Express. ] 
Several prominent stock raisers and drovers 
have been in the city the past week or ten 
days, and they almost unanimously unite on 
an estimate of 175,000 to 200,000 head as the 
number of this year’s cattle drove from Texas. 
The first number is considered low, and the 


last the greatest that. can be expected. The 
greater portion of the drive will be yearlings 
and two-year-olds. Prices are considered 
high, ut holders are firm. The 
demand for. cattle is very good, 
but the transactions have been rather 
iight of late, many who came here to buy pre- 
ferring to wait for better rates; or, failing in 
that, totake their chances after the cattle 
reach the North. The margin in the cattle 
driving business is now considered so close 
that buyers hesitate before they close a con- 
tract. Profits are estimated by cents, almost, 
to where they were formerly calculated by 
dollars. Cattle in Western Texas are scarce, 
and with the little profit now niade there are 
many advocates Of stopping the drive entirely 
for ai few years in order to 
restock the country and thereby 
reduce the supply, and, consequently, 
increase the demand in the North. This 
pian would, no doubt, be the money-making 
one if our stock raisers could afford to wait; 
but the eagerness to driye every hoof that can 
find a market will keep the supply in Kansas 
so great that the prices necessary to make the 
business here self-sustaining will remain too 
high to make the business safe for speculators 
to drive. Let the Northwest become drained 


‘of its cattle and the old prices for Texas cattle 


would revive, and then our stock could readily 
be sold at rates*far in advance of what is now 
considered entirely too high. This, it is 
believed, could be accomplished by stopping 
the drive for a year or two. .

~~ BUFORD’S BLOOD. 


A Crime Unparalleled in Wild 
' and Revengeful Brutality. 


The Only Offense of the Murdered Judge, 
That He Had Rendered a Deci- 
sion Adverse to the Brutal 
Ruffian.

The Assassin Glorying in His Crime, and Re- 
gretting the Failure of His Intention 
to Murder Several Other 
judges. 


{From the OUincinnatl Enquirer.] 

FRANKFORT, Ky., March 26.—The murder 
of Judge J. M. Elliott, of the Court of Ap- 
peals, by Thomas Buford, of Henry county, 
is one of the most startling tragedies on rec- 
ord. The details of the shocking affair have 
already been given. Nothing could exceed 
the 

FEROCITY AND WILD VENGEFULNESS 
of the deed. Buford had been engaged in a 
lawsuit against some land. He had previ- 
ously owned a heavy factory, and when he 
found that he was about to fail he sold out all 
his stock for cash, and snapped his fingers at 
his creditors. With the money thus 
procured he bought a farm in Henry county 
in the name of his sister; but it appeared af- 
terward that the. title was imperfect, and 
their infant heirs to the land have been pur- 
suing Buford to this day, and with success. 
When the case went against him in Hénry 
county,and the Sheriff sought to dispossess 
him, Buford converted his farm-house into a 
fort, and 

DEFIED THE POWER OF THE COUNTY. 

The suit was afterward transferred to. Fa- 
yette county, and tried before Judge Hunt, 
Buford having for his counsel, among others, 
Colonel W. C. P. Breckinridge. The decision 
was against Buford, who could hardly be re- 
strained from shooting Colonel Breckinridge 
and Judge Hunt.Through various vicissitudes 
the suit was brought before the Court of: Ap- 
peals fora second time, anda second decision 
was rendered last Saturday adverse to Buford. 
It was this that drove him to the perpetration 
of the murder of Judge Elliott. He appeared 
to think that the Judges were opposed 
to him on personal grounds, especially Judge 
Pryor, who is from Uenry county, and 

WHOM BUFORD WOULD HAVE KILLED 
but for Pryor’s children, with whom he is ac- 
quainted. The decision rendered on Saturday 
was delivered by Judge Cofer, and Buford 
came to Frankfort with the determination to 
kill him; but meeting Mrs. Cofer, and 
finding her so courteous to him, his 
heart was softened, and he spared her 
husband. Judge Elliott was perhaps the most 
rugged and bluff of the Appellate Judges. 
He did what he thought was his duty,and had 
no apology to make or conciliation to offer. 
Upon him Buford made up his mind to . take 
his revenge. Approaching the Capitol Hote}, 
where Judge Elliott boards, Buford awaited 
his coming with a double-barreled shot-gun, 
loaded with buckshot, twelve in each barrel. 
Judges Elliott and Hines came to the hotel to- 
gether to dinner. When Buford saw them 
he 
APPROACHED JUDGE ELLIOTT WITT A SMILE, 
and remarked that he was going snipe-hunt- 
ing, as indeed his dress indicated, and invited 
the Judge to accompany him. He declined, 
whereupon Buford asked him to go and take 
a drink with him, at the same time lowering 
his gun. Before Judge klliott could reply, 

suford discharged a load of buckshot into his 

body, killing him instantly. <A scene of the 
Wildest consternation ensued, in which every 
one cognizant of the awful circumstance’ was 
concerned but Buford. He alone remained 
calm, ang apparently 

SATISFIED WITH WIIAT HE HAD DONA. 

He handed to the Deputy Sheriff, who came 
up, a letter, which was, in faet, his will, 
disposing of what remains of his property in 
law or equity, leaving it all to a niece in 
Fayette. He was quite conscious of the mag- 
nitude of the crime he had committed, and 
had prepared himself for the emergencies; 
for he said, after his arrest, that he expected 
he would be mobbed, and, in any event, did 
not expect to escape with his life, whether 
from Judge Lyneh or any other Judge, In

Somewhere 
in the fifties Buford was the hero of an affray 
on the Lexington Fair Grounds which had a 


great deal of notoriety at the time. He 
and a gentleman named Thomas, of 

Sterling, had quarreled, and, meet- 
ing- in the Fair Grounds, immediately 
opened fire on each other. Buford displayed 
characteristic coolness and _ recklessness, 
changing his position once while Thomas was 
firing to avoid shooting in the direction of 
some ladies, and at another time deliberately 
taking a pin from the lapel of his coat and pick- 
ing the tube of his pistol. which had failed to 
go off. He wounded Thomas, and escaped 
unhurt himself. A gentleman of Lexington 
named Ferguson was keeping Thomas supplied 
with pistols. Gen. Abe Buford made at him 
with a bowie-knife and slashed at his throat. 
Ferguson ducked his head and the knife 
shaved his beard, taking off a good-sized piece 
of his scalp, which fell into the possession of 
Mr. Mulligan, of Lexington, who exhibited it 
for some time in his store window as a curi- 


osity. 

Another incident in Buford’s career hap- 
pened at the time when the three Colonels 
were editing the Times, in Louisville. Buford 
senta noted belle in that city a bucket of 
sausage from his home, near Versailles. 
Theodore ©’Hara, author of the famons 
**Bivouac of the Dead;’’ one of the three

Woodford, a brilliant young lawyer, and_ at 
one time a member of the banking firm of Say- 
lor, Shelby & Co., of Lexington. Buford had 
some business controversy with lim, attacked 
him, and beat him so brutally about the head 
that his life was despaired of, his heaith 
wrecked and his sight permanently destroyed. 
Mr. Turner died only a short time ago, after 
years of suffering and blindness. 

Buford’s last violent exploit before the pres- 
ent murder was his defiance of the authority 
of the Sheriff of Henry County in the earlier 
stages of the suit the final decision of which 
was the cause of the assassination. 

The only reason he assigns for killing Judge 
Elliott was because he had 

DELIVERED A DECISION AGAINST HIM. 
Buford was interested ina suit amounting to 
about $32,500, and the court below decided 
against him. He carried the case to the Court 
of Appeals, and the decision was 
affirmed. He applied for a& new 
hearing, which was granted him, and on Sat- 
urday last the decision of the court below was 
again affirmed, and thus Buford lost all hope. 
He says now that he also intended to kill Gen- 
eral D. W. Lindsay, of this city, who sat as a 
Special Judge when the case was tried in the 
lower court, and also Judge Wm. Lindsay, 
who sat in the case when it was first decided 
by the Court of Appeals. 

JUDGE ELLIOTT 

was a powerfully-built man, about 79 years 
old, and his early life was devoted to the prac- 
tice of the law. His life has been a signally 
laborious and successful one in all the essen- 
tial elements which constitute the achieve- 
ments of an honorable position in the esteem 
of his fellow-citizens. He wasa gentleman 
of broad intelligence and widely-recognized 
ability, whose public record was with- 
outa blemish, and whose private character 
was free from stain or suspicion; whose inter- 
ests were mostly identified with the people of 
his own State—a gentleman of spotless integ- 
rity, of undoubted courage, and of fixed and 
firm convictions. In 1847 he first served his 
old county of Floyd in the Legislature. In 
1853, in a contest second in interest only to 
that of the lamented Breckinridge 
in this district, he carried the 
old Whig Gibraltar district for Congress. In 
the Know-Nothing times of 1855 he saved his 
district against the tide that swept over most 
parts of Kentucky. He was again elected in 
1857. In 1861, at the beginning of the late 
war, he was elected from Floyd county to the 
State Legislature, where he remained until 
opposition proved useless. From 1861 
to 1865 he was . still found with 
Southern principles, and for four years served 
in the Congress of a governmeut not now to be 
found on the maps. Since the war he has 
served the people of his section of the State as 
Circuit Judge of the Thirteenth Judicial Dis- 
trict, his: time having expired ia August, 
Isv5. In 1876 he hecame a candidate fur 
Judge of the Court of Appeals of the First 
Appellate District, to succeed Judge B. J. 
Peters, of Mt. Sterling. Ile_ de- 
feated several worthy competitors 
for the Democratic nomination, prominent 
among whom was Congressman E. C. Phister, 
of Maysville. He was elected by a handsome 
majority for a term of eight years, his time 
not expiring until August, 1884. He was 
univefsally esteemed by all who knew him, 
and his sudden and untimely death has casta 
gloom over the entire community.

A CRASH IN THE AIR. 


Two East Side Elevated Trains Have a 
: Collision. | °

A Dozen Passengers Hurt; None Killed, Luckily 
—The Switch Set Wrong.

At 12:20 yesterday afternoon a collision oc- 
curred on the east-side elevated railroad atthe 
switch just below the Forty-second street sta- 
tion. Fortunately noone was killed. Sev- 
eral -persons were hurt and some of them 
seriously. The collision oceurred in the fol- 
lowing manner: Engine No. 86, from Har- 
lem, in charge of Engineer W. P. Clark, with 
a train of three cars, had made the usual stop 
at the Forty-second street station and started 
on the way down town. Just before this an 
up train had been switched off for the Forty- 
second street depot, and the switchman, J. 
J. Davenport, had neglected to properly close 
the switen after the passage of thistrain. In 
consequence of this the down train, 
instend of going straight on its way down 
town, turned off tothe left towards the up- 
town track. It reached that track just as en- 
gine No. 118, from the South Ferry, in charge 
of Engineer Kidder, got there, and the two 


engines came together with great force anda 
tremendoug crash. Engine 118 was going 
backwards, while No. S86 was headed down 
town. Neither engine was stopped until they 
met. They were, however, both going at low 
speed. The down-town engine had not 
fully gathered headway, and the up 
train had been’ slowed down to 
make the station. When they came to- 
gether those who saw the accident say that 
they reared up till both stood nearly on end 
and then fell down upon the guard rail of the 
track with a great crash, shivering it and 
sending the splinters flying. The front of No. 
86 and the rear of No. 118 were demolished. 
The platformin front of No. 86 was torn 
completely away and the heavy iron door in 
front of the boiler was wrenched from 
hinges. The smoke-stack of engine No. 118 
was jarred from its fastenings and fell heavily 
to the street, just grazing the shoulder ofa 
person who was crossing the street at the 
time, but doing him no injury except by 
fright. The front platforms of the leading 
ears on both trains were badly splintered an 
the front windows of all of the six cars were 
shattered. 

Patrick Milligan, the brakeman of engine 
No. 86, was uponthe front platform of the 
leading car of the down train and was pitched 
violently forward by the shock. His head 
struck some of the iron work of the engine, 
and be sustained a severe scalp wound. For 
the moment he was rendered insensible, and 
was at first thought to have been killed. He 
was taken from the train as quickly as possi- 
ble, and carried to the Twenty-first Precinct 
Station, in Thirty-fifth street, where his 
wound was dressed by the police surgeon, 
and he was’ sent to his home at No. 128 East 
Eighty-second street. He _ is twenty-two 
years old and unmarried. 

Conductor Ford, who was on the down- 
town train, was bruised about the head, and 
cut, but not seriously. Le was able to go 
home. 

Thomas Sutherland, flagman, was stand- 
ing on the west-side platform when the col- 
lision took place. He jumped upon the track 
to render assistance. He was struck on the 
head and severely hurt. He went home. 

J.C. Arnold, a painter residing at No. 202 
Third avenue, was a passenger on the _ 
town train, and was in the car next the 
engine. He was thrown violently from his 
seat and struck his head on the edge of a seat 
opposite, cutting the scalp. He went home. 

Mrs. Peck, wife of Prof. William Heurv 
Peck, of Atlanta, Ga., was sitting in about 
the middle of the same car onthe left-hand 
side. She had got onthe train atthe Grand 
street station and was going on wvisit to Mrs. 
| Decker, at No. 56 East One Hundred and 
Twenty-ceighth street.

A little boy was 
also cut. I was so frightened and so badly 
hurt myself that in a few seconds I became 
half unconscious, but 1 heard people saying 
that I was dead.’’ 

Officer Terence Gallagher, of the Thirty-fifth 
street police, was upon the platform of one of 
the cars and was struck on the back ofthe 


window and badly cut. 

A boy about ten years of age, who was in the 
same car'as Mrs. Peck, was cut in the fore- 
head by being thrown against the seats. When 
he got off he ran tothe drug store of Welte- 
witz & Seifert at No. 693 Third avenue, where 
bis wound was dressed.

The up train, consisting of three passenger 
cars, Was well filled with passengers, and 
there were about fifty persons in the three 
ears of the down train. ‘The consternation 
immediately after the shock of the collision 
amounted to a panic. Almost everybody in 
the two trains was thrown down. Upon re- 
gaining their feet they ran wildly to the doors 
at either end of the cars, and in this rush to 
escape some few of the weaker were slightly 
bruised. As soon as they could get out, 
which, fortunately, the pesition of the cars 
made possible, although the debarkation was 
a slow process, they ran in a body tothe 
station-master, John Creighton, and de- 
manded eash for their tickets, and as fast as 
possible that official waited upon them and 
they descended to the_ street and took the 
horse-cars to their destinations up or down 
town. The explanation given for the careless- 
ness of switchman Davenport is that he had 
but recently come upon duty when the acci- 
dent occurred. At noon of each day the 
switchmen all along the line are relieved for 
dinner, being given one hour for this purpose. 
During that hour their places are filled by 
substitutes. Davenport had but just relieved 
the switchman who bad been on duty,and it is 
thought that he had not become perfectly 
familiar with the working of the switch at this 


olnt. 

Station-Master Creighton says that he was 
inside the oflice when the collision took place 
and that the crash was an .awfulone. The 
whole structure was violently skaken, and his 
first thought was that it would be thrown 
down. Assoonas he ascertained what had 
occurred he telegraphed to Superintenden 
Moffat, who at once sent up a dgarge force 0 
workmen, and aftera delay of an hour and 
half the six passenger cars and engine No. 1 
were got upon the center track. There a 
three tracks at this point and a free pass 
was made for trains. Engine No. 86 wass 
up to the spare track at the 
Central Station, and at 3 o’clock the wrecfed 
engine No, 118 was suflicientl 
take the six damaged cars up to Harlem. 

The comparatively trifling damage dowge by 
the accident was a matter of congratulati6on by 
the officials of the road.

Lam going to speak to you one * werd about 
the execution of Mrs. Surrat at the close of 
the war, for I think some, good lesson’ can be 
learned from the story of her trial and death. 
I believe any peopie situated as we were ought 
to be cautioned against placing implicit confi- 
dence in evidence given at a time of high ex- 


citement. I could stand here to-night and re- 
late to you fifty incidents that would serve to 
caution everybody against taking evidence 
against others when ‘the people were all ina 
state of intense excitement. There never 
Was aie day, there never Was = an 
hour, that I did not believe 
that Mrs. Surratt was as innocent a 
woman as there isin this hall. [Applause]. 
She was the pesper 2 a boarding-house in 
Washington. She boarded Wilkes “Booth and 
half adozen other rebel sympathizers, and 
she had a son, John H. Surratt. Wilkes 
Booth was guilty ef shooting Mr. Lineoln, and 
this poor woman was brought to trial in con- 
nection with Wilkes Booth. and through the 
excitement of thé times her neck was brought 
tothe halter. Her daughter, a young virl 
eighteen or nineteen years of age, on the 
morning of the execution went to the Presi- 
dent’s room and begged permis- 
sion -to say a few words to .him 
on behalf of her mother, and a United States 
Senator from our own State, who acted as 
doortender, repulsed her, saying, ‘*No; no, 
you can not go in.’’ Worse than that, meaner 
than that, the poor girl three or four years 
afterward married a clerk in the Treasury De- 
artment. No charges were made against 

im, but because this clerk had married the 
daughter of Mrs. Surratt he was discharged. 
Let us brag of our achievements, but at the 
same time let us learn to look our faults and 
errors fairly and squarely in the face and ac- 
knowledge them when we have cause to. 

The murder of Mrs. Surratt was the most 
cruel and cowardly act ever committed in any 
civilized country. It is a curious and sugges- 
tive fact that all who were chiefly responsible 
for the execution of that innocent woman have 
feltthe unseen hand of the Great Avenger. 
Stanton, Secretary of War, who was perhaps 
the worst of the number, committed suicide 
inafit of remorse, ‘although the fact was 
sought to be concealed. Preston King, the 
Senator from New York who repulsed 
Annie Surratt at the President’s door, 
in like manner ended his own life by 
deliberately jumping from a _é ferry- 
boat into the North River at New York 
ad drowning himself. Andrew Johnson, 
wo signed the death warrant and despotical- 
ly suspended the writ of habeas corpus that 
hal been granted bythe court, Was stricken 
sucdenly with death upon his retugn to the 
Sepate after he had left the Presidency. Judge 

Advocate Holt, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion, long ago disappeared from public view, 
and whether dead or alive nobody knows and 
nobedy eares. And John A. Bingham, who 

assited Holt, was driven from Congress in 
diserace as one of the Credit- Mobilier bribe- 
takers. and sought refuge in Japan, where, 
we believe, he now is.

FORFEITED BONDS, 


More About the Straw-Bail 
Business. 


Not a Dollar Collected on 
One for Ten Years. 


Executions Issned in the Criminal Court 
Against Sureties for the Past 
Three Years. 


They Are Nearly All Returned Nulla 


Bona--No Good. 


A Startling Array of Facts---List of 
Bondsmen Who Are Execution- 
Proof. 


In the Post-DISPATCH of yesterday, atten- 
tion was called to a system of bond-brokerage 
which is well known to have long existed at 
the Four Courts. The whole matter of crim- 
inal bonds is full of interesting revelations. It 
may be a surprise to state that 
there has not been one dollar col- 
lected on a forfeited bond in either 
the Court of Criminal Correction, the Criminal 
Court or the Police Court of St. Louis for ten 
years. The whole matter of giving bond in 
criminal cases seems to have been a ridiculous 
farce. The intent of the law is that if the 
criminal shall forfeit his bond, the State shall 
be compensated by a. certain amount 
of money; otherwise a_ security’ is 
worthless, It is properto state that strong 
efforts are now being made to break up 

THE STRAW BOND BUSINESS, 

and itis hoped thep will prove successful. 
Judge Laughlin, who appreciates the evil of 
it, has drawn a bill, whichis now before the 
Legislature, and which bill ~~ pro- 
vides that as soon as & man 
signs a bond it becomes a lien on his 
property forthe amount named init. This 
would put a stop to much of the evasion that 
has heretofore been practiced. Attention 
was called yesterday to aseries of questions 
that are now.put to a surety who proposes to 
go on a bond. This is of recent oriv¥in. 
Formerly] all that was done was to require 
the surety to produce a _s transcript 
from the Assessor’s office, showing the 
amount of real estate in his possession, with- 
out giving the encumbrance or the legal ex- 
emption of the surety. For instance, a man 
who goes up tothe Criminal Court to go ona 
bond, and takes with hima transcript from 
the Recorder’s office showing upon the face 
that he owned $2,000 worth of real estate, 
is accepted. The man he goes 
for skips the town and the bond 
is forfeited. Another warrant is issued 
against the security, and comes back unsatis-
